A Rum-Running Story. 


A Miisyaduisetls newspaper—the Springfield.Republican 


ii he explicit—which slrongly favors prohibition and Ihc n^id 
enforcement of (he law, published in its edition last Sunday n 
detailed account of a ruin running expedition to Canada wr'rt- 
(en by one of ils own reporters who personally accompanied 
Ihc runner on a trip from Springfield. 
He went for the pur- 


pose of seeing just how the thing is done, and the readers of 
the paper were given the benefit of his observations. 


It is not necessary to reproduce here many of the details, the 


substance of the story being thai Iwo enterprising young men 
who have been in the business for some time are meeting.with 
great success and making money much faster.than they could 
.•by honest labor or honest business. They do business'with 
two roadsters and have.to employ one man at big pay. This 
man and one of the partners do the running and the other 
stays at home to prepare for distribution of the "goods" on the 
return of the cars. 


According lo the account, this trip was made without spe- 


cial incident and no "narrow escapes." Of course there is no 
trouble in getting to the line and into "Canada. 
It is on (he 


return trip that careful work must be .done, but in this case 
there was no trouble. 
By (he aid of'spies the runners were 


able to know when Ihc roads were reasonably safe, except for 
hold-up'men, who arc more dreaded Ihan.ofllcers, and the two 
cars returned to Springfield with their precious loads of beer 
and liquors, for which $l,500:\vas paid, and which was to be 
sold for twice that amount. The runners had their.wits about 
them all the time, but they were not molested at any point and 
the expedition was as successful as if it had been the most 
legitimate in the world. Net profit $ 1,000 or more, and one or 
two trips a week being made regularly. 


Certain facts will readily suggest themselves to readers'of 


this story. One is that the two young men mentioned are not 
the only ones in the business, and another is that it would be 
impossible to keep up this sort of thing so successfully if therf 
were not crookedness somewhere in the ranks of the enforce 
men( oflicers. 
It would be nonsense to contend-otherwise.' 


Vast sums of money are being expended for the alleged pur- 
pose of stopping this business, aiid.-yet.it goes on with little 
interruption, leading (he Republican lo remark editorially that 
"running liquor into the United Stales-from'Canada seems 
ridiculously, easy." 
The paper consoles itself with flic fact 


that "our reporter found no indication (hat any American of- 
ficials were in collusion with Ihe rum runners," and that, 
judging from this particular case, "Ihe bribery of officials must 


' take place on the Canadian side of the boundary, if anywhere." 


It is a fair assumption that Ihe trip here outlined is but a 


sample of what is going on all the time on a large scale, and it 
is fair lo ask if (his is lo be permitted lo continue. The slates 
and the federal government ostensibly have (heir shoulders to 
the wheel to bring the liquor business lo an end, and yet it is 
possible to-slide into Canada and return with over $2,000 
worth of liquor—United States prices—with practically no 
difficulty, according |o Ihe published story, which the Repub- 
lican itself says is of a character lo "carry conviction."

their eyes to whal is going on under (heir very noses. 
If pro- 


hibition there is lo be, it should'be made lo prohibit. 
The 


present state of things should not and can not endure. There 
.must be a change one way or another.
